1928 was not 
for human giants, but for wild sugar 
canes — large, hardy s species desired 
for crossing with domestic varieties. 

Scientists believed that such canes 
grew in the interior fastnesses of New 
Guinea and Papua, north of Australia. 
But how to find thèm, in this wild, 
unexplored territory, and how to get 
them-out quickly, was. a problem. 

It was solved in the modern way 
by air. These regions were known to 
be dotted with lakes which could be 
used for landing seaplanes and estab- 
lishing camps from which the work 

- of exploration could be done.
